SPAIN.

Mansuat Penissigr ann tue Duxe D'Aumatr.—The “ Nord” publishes 
the following anecdote :— The salons of Paris are much occupied with an 
Interview suid to have taken place between the Duke D’Aumale and Mar- 
vill Pelissier, As so many erroneous stutements have been made, I will 
tell you exactly what happened. Marshal Pelissier was taking a drive in 
Hyde Park. A carriage passed his. The Marshal was not aware who was 
in the carriage; but one of his aides-de-camp, who was sitting in front, told 
lim it was the carriage of the Duke D'Aumale. The Marshal immediately 
ordered hiscoachman to drive alongside the carriaze, which hui passed Lim. 
When he came up with the Duke's carriage, the Marshal rose and bowed to 
him. The Prince ordered his carriage to stop, and returned the salute. The 
Marshal then arldressed the Prince as follows :—* Monse teneur, Lam happy 
t enting ny respects to you ard asking after

your health.’ * And I,’ said the Prince, ‘am h tippy to see you, and to shuke 
hands with you.’ A shaking of hands immediately followed, A few com- 
plimentary words were exchanged, and the carriages separated. Thisis all 
that took place.

Rewanps ror Bravery. —The British Government has awarded twenty- 
four silver medals to as many French sailors fur services rendered at the 
time of the wreek of the English merchant vessel Excel on the coust of 
Calais in January iast, and a gold medal to Dr. Gurasse, of that port, for the 
attention he paid to the only survivor of her crew. Silver medals have 
also been awarded to three Custom-house officers, named Bethouart, Rivet, 
and Rousselle, for saving, at the risk of their own lives, the crew of the 
English vessel Heron, wrecked near Cape Grisnez in January last. The 
first two named have also received silver watches with « commemorative 
Inscription, 

Ti Prussian Reeency.—The position of the Prussian regency, says the 
“Times,” is this: —‘* The Prince of Prussia exercises the royal power under 
strict limitations. Not only is his authority curtailed, but he must resign 
it as soon as a physician’s certificate declares the King in a state of cou- 
valescence, The King, indeed, is at this moment far from possessing any 
capacity for the transaction of affairs. Ifis memory is deficient; he forgets 
the names of his relatives, his most familiar friends, and his most constant 
attendants; he understands what is said to him, but is often unable to 
answer, through a forgetfulness of the commonest words. Jlis once power- 
fil understanding is wrapped in a cloud, which perhaps may never pass 
away. Not only is his Majesty forbidden by his medieal attendants to 
attempt any of the duties of his high office, but all kinds of intellectual 
exertion wre prohibited, and are, indeed, simply impossible. But yet the 
King retains mind enough to be aware of his afflicted state, and to cherich 
hopes of recovery, Ile knows that a sudden malady has deprived him of 
his full powers, but he believes that the attack is merely temporary, and 
that after a short period of retirement he will be able to resume his former 
functions. ‘The King has consequently the strongest objections to acknowe 
ledging his own illness to be permanent by any act of abdication, or by 
allowing the constitutional law to come into force which confers on the heir 
to the thron - the office of Regent in the event of the reigning sovercign’s 
incapacity. ‘The Prince's power is only prolonged for three months at a 
time, and, unless still further lengthened, will come to an end on the 23rd 
of July. ‘The doctors, as may be supposed, are anxious fo represent the 
health of their yoyal patient as favourably as possible. They state they 
believe in the King’s eventual recovery, or at least cannot give an opinion 
in favour of his permanent incapacity. In this state of things the Prince 
has no alternative but to administer affairs as well as he can with the 
limited powers intrusted to him, and in a serious crisis in European history 
to govern a great state without the name or authority of a ruler.” 

Russing Down a Bric, -—- A serious accident occurred in the river 
Thames on Sunday morning, immediately opposite the Coastguard station 
at Charlton. The Arab brig, a collier vessel, with a full cargo of coals, was 
lying at her moorings in the centre of the stream, when the iron serew 
steam-vessel John Howe, and the steam-vessel Black Diamond, proceeded 
up the river at full speed, as if racing; the John Howe being foremost. 
When close to the brig the pilot on board the Black Diamond signalled to 
the John Howe to put back. It was however too late; the laiter vessel 
dashed into the head of the brig with tremendous force, literally splitting 
her in two. The brig went down head foremost immediately, and the iron 
steam-vessel had some difficuity in getting clear of the wrec! The crew of 
the brig (the captain, four seamen, and two boys) were asleep in their 
berths when the vessel went down. The men all escaped from the stern of 
the vessel, which was uppermost as she sank ; the two boys were berthed 
in the forepart of the brig, and it is presumed that they were crushed by the 
bows of the steamer. 

VWonores to tHe AmEnIcan MINISTER AND Carratn Co_ninson.— A 
special meeting of the Royal Geographical Society was held on Monday to 
éo honour to two men to whom honour was justly due. Sir Roderick Mur- 
chison, on behalf of the Society, presented two gold medal the first to Mr. 
Dallas, the American Minister, for his geological discoveries, the second to 
Captain Collinson, for his gallant attempt to discover Sir John Franklin 
and the other lost mariners of the Arctic Seas.

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1819, the population amounted to 
only 150, mostly Chinese tisher- 
men and Malay pirates, who lived 
in a few miserable mud huts. In 
184 the population had increased 
to nearly 7,000, and at the present 
moment numbers upwards of 
150,000. The Europeans are few. 
The Chinese number more than 
60,000 ; half that number, at 
least, reside in the town, the rest 
in the agricultural district in the 
immediate neighbourhood. They 
are here, as elsewhere, found to be 
a hard-working and _ intelligent 
people, far rb gee to the Malays 
in commercial affairs, who chiefly 
occupy themselves in fishing, col 
lecting seaweed, and in cutting 
timber. Nearly the whole of the 
retail trade of Singapore is in the 
hands of the Chinese, who, when 
they have succeeded in making 
themselves independent, char- 
ter a junk, and return to Canton, 
Macao, and Fokein; but they in- 
variably return after a short inter- 
val to Singapore, preferring the 
happy and secure government of 
the English to the cruel and 
plundering principles of Chinese 
rule 

Singapore, from being a place 
of banishment for Caleutta and 
other parts of India, has at times 
a considerable convict population, 
for whose control a body of or- 
ganised police were sent from 
Madras. 

Between the Chinese and the 
Hindoos the most pleasant feeling 
does not at any time exist. The 
Chinese have no regard for the 
latter, and avail themselves of 
every opportunity which offers to 
load them with insult, and, when 
they dare, with blows. The 
Hindoo police are not behind in 
retaliating. They never allaw 
a Celestial to escape; even the 
most trivial offence, they mag- 
nify into something serious ; and 
as they walk through the streets 
with their prisoners, they do so 
with a confidence and dignity 
that contrasts forcibly with the 
humble and timid bearing of poor 
John Chinaman. 

The Europeans in Singapore 
cannot venture to expose them- 
selves to the burning rays of the 
sun. During the day, they con- 
fine themselves to the house; 
but when obliged of necessity to 
leave home, they avail themselves 
of what is there called a palan- 
quin, but which in reality is a 
very comfortable brougham, with 
Venetian blinds instead of win- 
dows, through which, when going 
at good speed, they get a delight- 
ful breeze, always gently blowing 
from the sea. The vehicle is 
drawn by a pony driven by a 
Hindoo syce, who runs at its sides 
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seeming never to take breath or get exhausted. In the evening, when 
the hot sun sinks below the horizon, numbers of these conveyances 
crowd the public drives, and it is really amusing to notice the dexterity 
of these Hin loo drivers, who will thread their way through the coz 
tinuous traffic with wonderful ease and agility.

THE GREAT DEBATE, 

Tur great fight is over. It was a drawn battle; equivalent to a 
disastrous defeat of the Whigs, and better than a victory to the Govern- 
ment. We resume our account of ‘‘ the great debate.” Lord Goderich 
by mght opened the ball on Thursday night. The Noble Lord moved 
the adjournment on Tuesday, anc by Parliamentary rule it devolved 
upon him to begin the debate on Thursday. Lord Goderich is the 
eldest son of the Farl of Ripon (the Prosperity-Robinson of former 
days), and heir to the earldom. He came into Parliament in 1852, for 
Hall; he afterwards sat for Huddersfield, and last’ year succeeded 
Cobden as member for the West Riding. The Noble Lord holds Radical 
opinions—believes in extension of the suflrage, short parliaments, and 
vote by ballot; hence his suecess in his electioncering carver, for. 
Coppock used to say, **a lord is always formidable, but a Radical lord 
is irresistible.” But, in addition to these sources of the Noble Lord's 
popularity, he possesses considerable ability, and in private life is a very 
estimable character. He is the intimate iriend of Carlyle, an active 
coadjutor of Maurice in all his projects for the elevation of working 
men, ond takes a deep interest in the social questions of the day. It 
will be remembered that in a dispute between the * Amalgamated 
Engineers ’’ and their employers he was chosen by the working men to 
represent their interests. The Noble Lord is a good speaker—always 
yets up his case carefully, and but for a fatal defect in his voiee, which 
is thin, and wants power, would be able to address the House with 
great effect. His speech on Thursday night was a very successful 
effort. It was highly praised by the Opposition, and listened to with 
great respect by the adherents of the Government. If the Whigs had 
succeeded in overthrowing the Ministry, it is more than probable that 
Lord Goderich would have been included in the next. Some people 
have argued from this that Lord Goderich has narrowed his views of 
late, thrown over the Radical and adopted the Whig formula; bat we 
know not that we have any right to infer this, for it was acknowledged 
that the expected Liberal Ministry was to be formed upon a wider basis 
than the last; was to be, in short, what has been humorously called a 
“ Broad-bottomed Government.” His Lordship spoke before dinner, 
and when he sat down there were the usual symptoms of a break-up ; 
members looked at the clock ; some rose to go; others were actually on 
the move; but im the midst of the bustle and noise the cheers for Lord 
Goderich, and the movements of those who were anxious fur dinner—a

quelled. Those who had risen sat 
places sidled noiselessly back again; and every man prepared himself 
to listen with attention to what was coming. Lut much etlort to listen 
is not required when Bright is speaking. There needs no stretching 
out of the neck, no sheltering the ear with the hand to concentrate 
the sound; every man may sit at his ease, whether he be behind or 
above, or at a distance irom the orator. Bright's voice, strony, clear, 
and musical, will be sure to reach the listener wherever he is, and 
every word will fall upon the ear distinet and well-detined, Bright has 
the best voice in the House of Commons. Its key note is about lower 
G in the tenor clef, and he seldom modulates it more than half a note 
higher or lower. Some speakers in the House, Sir Bulwer Lytton, 
for instance, take the range of an octave—at one time shriekine in alto 
and the next moment groaning in the bass; but Bright never rises or 
falls more than half a note, and seldom so much as that—hardly 
enough, we should say, to give due force and expression to what he 
utters, This slight tault arises, we have no doubt, from Bright's 
early practice of speaking to la ‘ge assemblies out-of-doors in the great 
Anti- Corn-law struggle, when it was absolutely necessary to keep the 
voice up to a certain pitch in order to make the people hear. 
we are not sure that the same necessity is not felt in the House of 
Commons, for when this chamber is full, it is not a good place to speak 
in. Very few of the prominent speakers are successful in the 
modulation of their voices. Whiteside and Bulwer are extravagant ; 
Disraeli is perhaps the most accomplished in the art; and next to him 
Glads! one. 

But enough of this. Bright's speech was a startler; there has been 
nothing like it in the House in our time. On the Indian subject he 
said but little more than Lad been said by others ; it was when he came 


to look at this battle from another stand-pomt that he produced the | 


most effect. When he exposed the attack upon the Ministry as a party 
move ; audaciously laid bare the arcana of the Opposition ; the charms 
and the incantations practised by the hicrophants of Whig mysteries ; 
called attention to the indirect offers of places ; showed how ** beautifully- 
engraved cards, inviting doubtful Liberals to splendid mansions, had 
been scattered wide, but with a discriminating hand,’ and contrasted 
the efforts of Rarey, who, in taming horses, appeals tothe nobler instincts 
of the animal, with the leaders of the Opposition, who, in taming the 
refractory Liberals of No. 11, appealed to instincts of quite a contrary 
nature.

gauged your souls, and we believe that your character in this House 
will go for nothing in your estimation if you do but receive this 
miserable’ ’’ invitation, we suppose the Honourable Gentleman said 
but the last word was lost in the wild storm of oh’s! and 
groans, Which broke from the Opposition—and the laughter 
und uproarious cheering with which the Conservatives repliod 
and at length overwhelined the indignant cries of the Whigs. For several 
minutes the storm raged.

We are delighted to see that there is now a thorough public 
erest felt in the question of Indian communicat: and that 
decision and action in the matter by Goverment cannot be long 
delayed. It was delayed, indeed, by recent n { i 
nner almost criminal, while India was convulsed. 
ned, and every day a consideration of consequence 
T'wo modes of establishing telegraphic line sprevent themselves, 
and are somewhat singularly reluted to cach other. 
modes are practicable; both have certain special 
and certain special disadvantages 

For example, the Red Nea line takes the course of our 1 gular 
Indian route. It goes for the most part by sea. I passes 
through a country with which we are }y coming more and mora 
connected every year, and is in fact a natural plin for us to 
adopt. But it requires about five thous ind miles of cable which 
is not yet ready; and an accident to it would involve vital 
delay and trouble 

The Persian Gulf line. on the other hand, is to lead from Con- 
stantinople, through Asia Minor, and by Bagdad io the Persian 
Gulf. This plan opens up a communication with several im- 
portant points, which it may occ nally be of great political 
consequence for us to get at. The Company undert iking the 
work has its money subscribed, and is ready for action, Oi:

water in the Red Sea, and its coral rocks. The Red Sea gentry 
draw fearful pictures of hordes of fiery Bedouins sweeping away 
telegraphic-posts, and destroying the mavic force that ought to 
shake the needles ut Bussorah. One party threatens perils by 
sea; the other perils by land. It isa fight like that between 
two railway companies, after hearing which astranger is puzzled 
to know whether both lines would not be inestimably valuable, 
or whether both are not arrant impostures. 

But the real plan for a third party under such circumstences 
is to seize the points of agrecment between the combatants, and 
to disregard all that is purely controversial. Independent 
observers assure us that in this ease both projects are practicable, 
and some urge that both should be executed. We think that 
this last would be the wisest plan; and as for the money question, 
there probably never was a measure which so dwarfed all money 
considerations as a mousure for establishing prompt communi- 
cation with the East Indies. What we have lost by the want 
of such communication is not estimable in m mey. ‘There are 
some things which cannot be put into figures, just as nobody 
could calculate what sunlight ought to be represented by, in 
gasand candles. Tho transcendental value of such a thing as 
Indian telegraphing raises it to the regions of high politics, and 
out of the sphere of ordinary calculation. 

It now remuins to see what Lord Derby’s Government will do 
in the matter, and the opportunity is admirable for them of 
showing real prompt and practical usefulness. What not to do 
they may learn from their yrcdecessors- -who, when urged to 
buy the Atlantic cable and lay it down at once, were dead as 
stone to the proposal, and who with all their talk of ‘progress ”’ 
did not a bit advance the country’s interests, in this the most 
modern and progressive of all modern things. For our parts— 
both schemes being feasible—we should pronounce for both, but 
sive the preference to the one that can be executed Jirst. It 
must be very easy for those who have access to good information 
to know what is the truth on this point; and it once scttled, 
there can be no need for delay. The question has been amply 
diseussed—most questions are, before leading to anything, in this 
country. The interests of rival speculators are of no manner of 
consequence to the kingdom, which will consider only its own 
good andadvantage. As forthe political bearings of the debate, 
whatever scheme is most distasteful to certain suspicious Powers 
is likely to be most palatable to the British public, But in a 
mutter of such vital consequence to us as this, of such known 
consequence too, no Pow. r would lightly presume to question 
our decision ; for while it affects our existing possessions, it only 
affects their ambition. We venture to say, indeed, that the 
promptest course would at this moment be the most popular one 
Ministers could adopt; and that the country will carry them 
through any difficulty that may arise from their deciding on 
the line that can be finished first.

THE COURT OF RUNJEET-SINGH AT LAHORE. 

Is number 139 of this journal we published an engraving of a picture 
hy Mr. Schoefft, representing a party of thugs preparing to strangle 
a victim, and we now afford our readers an opportunity of form- 
ing a judgment respecting the most remarkable work ‘which this 
gifted and hardworking artist has hitherto painted; and which, 
when recently exhibited at Paris, caused quite a fore in the art- 
loving world. The subject of the picture is the Court of Runjeet- 
Singh ;” and it contains the portraits of upwards of one hundred and forty 
persons who sat to Mr. Schoefit by the desire of their sovereign. The 
victure represents a scene which can never again be witnessed at 
Pabore. and of the numerous chiefs and men of rank whose lineaments 
are here pourtrayed, few indeed now remain. Runjeet-Singh himself 
is long since dead, and his representative, Maharajah VDhuleep Singh is 
residing in England, a favourite at the court of those who now rule in 
his dominions. F 

In the picture, the Maharajah is receiving homage from the nobles in 
the presence of his troops, at the last festival of Desserah, which had 
been celebrated with great pomp from time immemorial, and which 
lasted nine days. The object of the festival was to commemorate the 
ancestral deeds, and to preserve the remembrance of the victories of 
old. The festival was so rigorously observed that those who had not 
the means of keeping it often sold their children to procure them. 
The scene was a brilliant one. Ti no other Eastern court was there ever 
such a display of jewels, bullion, silks, and shawls of Cashimeve,as on these 
oceasions. Goulab-Singh, the late governor of Cashiucre, usually presided 
as grand master of the ceremonies at these dazzling receptions. There 
are details in the picture which cannot be produced in the engraving, 
consequently much of the labour of the artist is lost. The whole 
subject is full of interest, and there is not a single fiyure that does not 
in some way contribute to the whole, The colouring is rich, and the 
light and shade are so managed that every object stauds well from the 
canvas; and all the details are elaborated by the hands of a master. 

Our engraving merely embraces the central groups in this most 
important work of art. The picture is now exhibiting in this country, 
and will no doubt attract a large umber of visitors. 
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THE ROYAL BOTANIC GARDENS. ;

Ler us now devote a modicum of space to some of the painters who 
we may designate ** Westminster Hall,’ or Cartoon Men, from their 
first appearance on the stage of celebrity in obedience to the behests of 
the Royal Commission for encouraging the Fine Arts in rebuilding the 
New Palace at We tminster, and whose performances were exhibited 
under the earved rooftree of William Rufus’s noble hall. Various has 
been the fate of those cartoon men since 1545. Messrs. Cope and Dyce 
are academicians, Mr, Armitage lias gone into the line of battle, and 
latterly into allegory painting; Mr. J. > Paton has become more 
ils prea than the pre-Raphaelites then and Mr. John

Some, however, are yet steady workers in art, untitled yet dis- 
tinguished; and among these Mr. John Calleott Horsley has 
never once lost footing. He is not so industrious as he might 
be, perhaps: at all events we do not sce his works with suf- 


ficient frequency in our exhibitions; but every appearance that he 
makes on the walls of a gallery show that he has been studying intently 
in the interim, and offers unmistakeable and satisfactory landmarks of 
improvement. Mr. Horsley’s principal picture this year is (350), 
“Flower Girls, Town and Country.” The painting is divided into two 
compartments, and offers remarkable contrasts. In one we see a group 
of happy children in the midst of a delightful woodland landscape 
weaving chaplets of wild flowers. The whole scene seems to laugh and 
rejoice; and the varied expression of the young revellers is most 
happily depicted, In the next compartment a party of mad revellers in 
fantastic costumes are escaping from the yarish halls of a bal masqué. 
The festivities are just over: the time must be at least three or four 


o'clock in the morning. Faded, jaded, blusé, and worn out, the mas- 
pea go to seek what se they may, when lo! at their feet they 
desery, crouching, a flower girl, a poor, thinly-clad, attenuated creaturc, 
whose tattered plaid shawl ill-protects her from the keen morning air. 
Drawing, attitude, colour, and expression, variety of costume, are all 
equally commmendable in this picture, 

Mr. Cross, likewise of ‘‘ cartoon ’’ notoriety, exhibits a very large 
picture (457), the ‘ Coronation of William the Conqueror.’ The scene 
represented is where the Conqueror, being proclaimed King, the loud 
shouts of the English and French were mistaken for hostile tumult, 
and the Normans, thinking the whole population of London had 
risen against them, began to set the neighbouring houses on. fire. 
Meanwhile William, though trembling from head to foot, and lett 
almost alone in the church, or at least with none near him save 
Archbishop Aldred, and a few pale, panic-stricken priesis clustering 
round the altar, resolutely refused to postpone the celebration, 
and held the Crown of England in his grip as though no mortal hand 
should wrest it from him. Mr. Cross has produced a very large, and, 
on the whole, very effective picture, generally good in drawing, though 
somewhat violent and foreed in colour. The figure of the Conqueror is 
especially Vigorous, 

Mr. Paul Faleoner Poole’s one picture (310)—how attached the 
painters seem to the singular number this year !—is drawn from the 
last scene of “King Lear,” where the crazy monarch is yet undecided 
as to whether his beloved Cordelia be alive or dead. The king’s head 
is a superb piece of imaginative drawing. His frenzy is dign ied, 
without being absurdly exaggerated ; but to Cordelia we must take a 
decided exception, She is dead enough, poor soul! in Shakspeare’s 
immortal play; but here Mr. Poole has drawn her as a Madge Wildfire, 
half tipsified with sal volatile. The colour is, as we usually find with 
Mr. Poole, disturbed, crude, volcanic almost, if we may so termit. 

(52) ‘Upward Gazing” is a pieture by Mr. Cope, which we omitted 
noticing when we criticised the Academicians’ productions. It is a 
portrait of a mother and child, both well painted, but not in any way 
equalling Mr Cope’s deservedly celebrated ‘ Baby” in the Witney 
blanket picture.

On che 
whole, however, the conduct of parties ut this period presents a lament- 


ble picture of human weakness from the vuacillition by whieh it is 
marked. The changes which had taken place had been so rapid and 
unexpected that the minds of men still oscillated from the effects of the 
shoeks to which they had been subjected. Ln the Government, Guizot 
leld the post of Seeretary-General to the Ministry of Justice; but, with 
te resignation of M. de Mar'ois, he re-assun Master 
of Requests in the Siate Council. 

Passing over the tiresome stru in the State, we now 
enter upon the period which cmbraces the yeus between 1820 and 129, 
iad which is by far the most interesting, as relating to the literary pur- 
suits of Guizet. Charles the Tenth had ascended the throne, and 
Guizot, with some others, had been struck olf the list of State Coun- 
iors, Under these circumstances, Madame Condoreet Jent him a 
house near Meulan, ten leagues trom Paris, irom which he retired to 
recommence his literary labours.

However, it must net be supposed that the decorators of the new | 
Covent Garden Theatre have auned ut elaborate ornamentation, aid 
failed in carrying it oul. The error, if it exist, is entirely one of con- 
ception. They have aimed at gr simplicity, and there is such an 
utter absence of invention that they may fairly be said to have attained 
their end. We repeat that, altogether, the decorations are very grand, 
but it is the grandeur of a fine house, not that of a magnilicent temple, 
We are able now to speak more positively than belore as to the acoustic 
qualities of the building, and they appear to us to be all that can be 
desired. We have heard the * Huwguenots’’ twice, and the ** Traviata’’ 
and trom the boxes as irom 
the pit, you can hear Madame Bosio’s pianissimi passages as distinctly 
us the crash of Mr, Costa’s orchestra, ‘There is never any loss of sound, 
and there is no echo or contusion when a large mass of sound is produced, 

As regards the size of the new theatre we were decidedly in error 
last week in leading owr readers to believe that the stage was small. 
However, we in fact only said that it appeared small, seen trom the 
front, and explained that appearance by mentioning (wliat is indecd the 
case) that the greatest width in the wudicnee deparunent, measured 
from box to box, is considerably greater than the width across the 
proscenium, ‘The stage is 00 feet square, but the breadth across the 
proscenium (the “opening of the proscenium’ as it is technically 
termed) is only 40 feet. Those of our contemporaries who have written 
on the subject of the dimensions of the new theatre, have tallen into a 
great error as regards its size. We are told that the opening of the 
proscenium at the Royal Ltalian Opera is net only larger than at any 
other theatre in London (which is true cnough) but that it is larger 
than at La Scala, and éherefore larger than at any other theatre in 
Europe. Lowever, it so happens that the opening of the proscenium at 
La Scala measures nol 50 but 51 feet, while, so tar from La Seala being 
the largest theatre in Europe, the opening of the proscenium ut the 
Great Theatre at Moscow measures as much us 70 feet. The stage of 
our new theatre, enormous tor Enylund, is not so large as that of La 
Seala; while the stage of the Moscow Great Theatre, instead of being 
only 90 feet square, Is 112 deep and 126 broad. ‘The new theatre of the 
Royal Italian Opera is the finest theatre in England or France ; its pro- 
portions are admirable—so much so, that the speetator at first sight 
imagines it less enormous than it really is; it is one of the most com- 
modious theatres that can be imagined, und it is in every way adapted 
for the purpose for which it was built; butit is not in any one respect 
the largest theatre in Kurope—and that by a great deal. 

During the whole of the week after the opening, the Royal Italian 
Opera gave the * Huguenots,” supported by its magnificent orchestra, 
by its two magnificent singers, Grist and Mario, by Nuntier Didice, by 
Marai (who, couscientious and painstaking as slic is, can seareely be 
reckoned now among the attractions), and by Zelger—as substitute lor 
Formes, not yet arrived.

i torus, It is p rhaps tne largest amd most elaborate chandelier of the 
Kind ever constructed. Its manutacture—that is, the stringing to- 
gether of the rows of drops and lustres—oveupied 50 men day and 
wight tor three weeks, Tt is 18 teet high, 14 teet in diamete r, und 
contains three tons of the purest cul-glass, The upper portion is 
formed of double festoois of drops in the shape of a large tent. 
Level bottom of this is a ring of 120) burners 
cut crystal glass. These, however, are mere 

wuailiaies tu the prismatic Linterus which form the lower band, each 
of whieh is composed of double prisms and spires of glass, and all lit 
by 460 burners. The bottom is made of a heavy drapery, so to speak, 
of cut erystal drops, behind which are 200 buriers more, so that this 
superb little palace of crystal contains upwards of 120,000 eut prisins, 
spires, and drops, and is lit by no less than 700 was-burners, ‘The sup- 
ports for carrying this brilliant mass of glass were tested to double the 
weight of the chandelier ; und, in addition to this, upwards of twenty 
men Lung on to the ropes, to place the matter beyond ail possibility of 
doubt. ‘Phe decorations of the tiers of boxes are ric beyond deserip- 
tion. ‘They are, of course, white and gold, with the rest of the theatre. 

Fhe lower tier is adorned with a rich lattice-work of gold with feures 
as supports. ‘The grand tier is embossed, as it were, with carved gilt 
work, in high relief, of the rose, Uhistle, and shamrock. At a distance of 
twelve fevi, beautifully modelled winged figures with foliated terminals 
support this, and a border of gold of the graceful lonic ovolo design, 
Which runs round the upper space between the boxes. ‘The second uer 
has a similar enrichment, but the border is formed of lilies of the valley, 
and the winged figures are cupids; while the upper tier of all is bor- 
dered with an ivy wreath. The division between cach box is formed by 
a slight column of gilt seroll-work of very beautiful design, which car- 
ries the line from base to summit; and, While adding much to the rich- 
hess of the general effeet, they also materially contribute to the lightness 
and elegance of the whole. The boxes are lined with crimson and 
draped with curtains of rose pink, which imparts a look of fulness and 
warmth that relieves the general whiteness of the rest of the house, 
All other parts of the interior, even to the most distant of upper gallery, 
are adorned in the same style, with equal taste and almost with equal 
richness. What, however, is of more importance, is that they are so 
constructed us that all the audience ean sce every movement that passes 
upon the stage. The only difference which the different degrees of 
places make is one of distance from the proscenium—as far as seeing is 
concerned, all are equal. Great care has been taken to provide for efli- 
cient ventilation, und both in the boxes and galleries, as well as in the 
ceiling, the apertures made for the escape of hot air are excellently 
contrived. 

The style of the crush-room is Italian, and its effect is excellent. 
The Queen’s private room, adjoining the entrance from Hart Street, 
is a perfect gem—decorated in white and gold with the most exquisite 
luste and richness, and with an effect that is really most brilliant. In 
the centre of this hangs another beautiiul chandelier, of course smaller 
in size but equal in shape and design with the great chandelier for the 
ceiling. ‘There is also a private entrance for the Duke of Bedford, the 
owner of the ground on which this magniticent theatre is built.

Chis delightful English 
painter was born in Lon 
don, in 1800, and passed 
the earlier part of his 
life at Windsor, where his 
father held some employ 
ment in the household of 
George IT]. Mr. Webster's 
first contribution to the 
Academy was in 1823—a 
portrait group; but his ap 
pearances after this were 
very few and far between 
till 1835; after which he 
continued to contribute 
with tolerable regularity 
one or more of those 
humble and unobtrusive 
subjects which have secured 
him fame. The earliest of 
his pictures were, ‘‘ A Com- 
mittee of ‘Taste,’ ‘ The 
Gunpowder Plot” (since 
engraved) and * The Bird- 
catchers.”’ He had, in 
1833, exhibited ‘* A Village 
School,”’ and this, in 1836, 
was followed by ‘ Going 
into School,” and ‘* Coming 
out of School.’ In 1840, 
his picture of “ Punch” 
was followed by his election 
to an Associateship. In 
1841, he exhibited ‘‘ The 
Boy and Many Friends,” 
and “The Smile,” and * The 
Frown,” both of which 
were engraved by the Art 
Union for their subscribers, 
and became highly popular. 
In 1845, he painted his 
“Dame's School,” now in 
the Vernon Gallery, one of 
his happiest productions. 
In 1846, he was elected a 
Royal Academician. Among 
his principal subsequent 
works have been the ** Good 
Night,”’ (1846), “ A Village 
Choir,” (1847), * Do-

THE FACTORIES OF CANTON. 

Nrarty three hundred years have elapsed since the navigators 
of Europe first opened commercial relations with China. But these 
relations were for nearly two centuries confined to such ports as 
Macao, Amoy, and Chusan. It was only towards the beginning 
of the cighteenth century that the city of Canton, a perfect hive of 
industry, activity, and wealth, opened its gates to the commerce of 
Europe, which soon discovered it to be one of the most important 
markets of the East. In the year 1752, Peter Osbeck, a Swede: landed 
at Canton, where he found a considerable European mereantile estab- 
lishment, of which he has lett us a very curious and interesting deserip- 
tion. The stores of the various nations were situated on the left bank 
of the river; but the English, French, and Duteh were the only nations 
who were then allowed to spread their colours to the breeze 
Swedes, Danes, Spaniards, and the Americans, were held inp

LAW AND CRIME. 
Tur act imposing the new stamp duty upon cheques, came into 
operation upon Tuesday the 25th inst. Its construction appears to 
have been somewhat hasty, not to say sloventy. For instance, it is 


contemporaneously with its signature, or at any time before present- 
ment. The word “ cheque” is, with a contemptuous slight of ordineury 
cominercial language, utterly omitted from the act. The powers ani 
provisions for the enforeing of the tax, and the penalties for its non- 
payment, are en wted to be those contained jn any ‘'Act or Acts 
relating to any duties of the same Kind or Description payable in 
Great Brttai It will be seen that while great pains are taken as 
to the due leval and anti-literary arrangement of the capital and italic 
letiers, not the slightest hint is given as to what the Act or Acts 
referred to may be, or even whether one or more is to be thus ex- 
tended. Nor are the public informed whether there is to be a penalty 
upon drawing an unstamped cheque, or whether the stamp may be 
added at any time before payment, by a person, not the drawer, as is 
the case at present, of cheques payable above fifteen miles from the 
place of drawing. As the act is not intended solely for lawyers, but 
for a very large section of the public, it might have heen made a little 
clearer with advantage. 

Wandsworth Fair has been legally suppressed. On Whit-Monday, 
nevertheless, preparations were made in two distinct fields at’ Wands- 
worth for the collection of that disorderly assemblage which constitutes 
a “ fair’ according to popular aceeptation. A gentleman who alleged 
that his garden aluutted upon one of these fields, and was only separated 
from it by a slizht fenec, applied to the magistrate for prevention of 
anticipated annoyance to his family and damage to his property. The 
Police Act was duly consulted, and was only found to empower the 
suppression of fairs in plaecs where ‘usually holden.’ The magis- 
trate’s clerk stigmatised this limitation as absurd. But it is not so, 
nor does it follow therefore that any person possessing a field ear 
announce a fair, and by letting his ground simultaneously to a few 
shows and nut-stalls, can gather around him a low, uproarious, and 
odorous mob of thieves and costermongers, to the disturbance of his 
neighbours and the detriment of publie morality. This, as we have 
once before had to point out, is not “holding a fair’? in the legal 
sense, namely that of a market. It is nevertheless a legal offence, for 
which both remedy and punishment are provided. The neighbours of 
the offending landholder, haye in the first place a right of civil action 
for actual damage done, in eonsequence of his improper use of his land. 
Secondly, they may indict him for a nuisance. When the law on this 
point is once made public, as we trust it soon may be agaiast any pro- 
prietor who ventures to inflict such an annoyance upon a suburban 
vicinity, there will not be much probability of another attempt at its 
evasion,
